The Statutes of Virginia have provisimis 
under which cities, towns and adjoining 
counties may create mosquito control dis- 
tricts. Where these districts are created 
the State will contribute twenty-five per- 
cent toward the maintenance aikl the re- 
maining seventy-five percent is raised by a 
tax on real properties in the areas involved. 
For some unknown reason Virginia Beach 
was not included in the provisimis of the act. 
This undwibtedly couM be done by makmg 
the request at the next seamm of the State 
Legislature. 

With this thought in mind the tocal Mos- 
quito Control Commission, in a>njunction 
with the governing bodies of the Town and 
County, has arranged for the hoMmg of 
pablk meeting in an effort to ascertain the 
sentiment of the people of the community 
before taking any c<Hicrete action toward the 
creation of a mosquito control district. 

For the benefit of the community as h 
whole, it is essential that the work of the 
Mosquito Control Commission contmue. It 
is estimated that it wiH require *J2^ 
annually. It wouM appear that the kygical 
solution wouW be to create the district and 
procure one-fourth of the expense from the 
State and the remainder from the taxpayers 
of the area invoked on a prorata basis, 
thereby distributing the burden among all 
th<»e to be benefited. 

On the other hand there is to be consider- 
ed the question of increased taxation— an ad- 
ditional burden on real properties— once 
placed on hard to remove— a proposal to 
which the News has always been unalterably 
opposed— one which should always be well 
scrutinized by each and every taxpayer be- 
fore agreeing to. 

Under these circumstances we hesitate to 
express an opinion — the community is f ac^ 
with a necessity— a necessity of carrying on 
the work already so well done with limited 
the resources— a problem of procuring funds 
with which to adequately carry on— it may be 
feasable to give the proposal a trial — it may 
be dangerous to increase taxes. In any 
event it is incumbent upon and it is urged 
that every citizen affected or that might be 
affected attend this meeting in order to 
familiarize himself with the details of the 
proposal, participate in the arguments pro 
and con, formulate his own opinion as to its 
advisability and be in. a position to act in- 
telligently when the proper time comes on a 
subject most vital to this community.

Yes, we have mosquitoes at 
Virginia Beach and in its adjacent areas. We 
used to have an unestimable greater quanti- 
ty than we have now.

Then the Federal Government came along, 
working in conjunction with other bodies 
politic, using relief employees and spent al- 
most a quarter million of dollars in drainage 
projects and the clearing of under brush in 
the neighboring lowlands in further efforts 
toward the checking of mosquito breeding 
fUid the bettering of health conditions.

DID IT CONTRIBUTE TO RECOVERY? 



Six years ago, in September 1933, the Fed- 
eral Trade CommisliOn took issue with the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company on what 
was a fair and legal contract to produce tires 
for Sears Roebuck and Company. 

Goodyear was cited by the commission for 
alleged violation of the Clayton Act, it being 
charged that the contract tended to create a 
monopoly in the production and distribution 
of tires. 

The result was one of the bngest legal 
proceedings in the history of American juris- 
prudence. 

Hearings were held at Chicago, Cincinnati, 
Memphis, St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Paul, 
New York and Washington. 

Witnesses — 211 of them — were summon- 
ed from coast to coast at great expense to 
the taxpayers. 

Nearly 10,000 pages of testimony were 
taken. 

Some 22,869 "exhibits" were put into the 
huge record. 

The case dragged for years from court to 
court. 

Finally, 6 years after the commission's 
original citation, the SiiWeme Court of the 
United States dismissed^ the whole proceed- 
ings, refusing to review'a decision of a lower 
Federal Court which had reversed the com- 
mission's order against Goodyear.

Depression and unemploymant 
are a little like hen and egg. It 
is hard to say which came first. 
Some people have held that ds- 
presslon caused imemploymoii 
and that the latter would 6Saap~ 
pear with the former. Others have 
held that increasing unemploy- 
ment deepened the depression ^^nd 
that we'll never get rid of the lat- 
ter until the former is ended. Re. 
lief, they doubtless agree, ioilovs 
both, but others remind us that 
relief has always been necessary 
for part|0f the population, 
er or smaller, according to the 
amount of unemployment and the 
degree ot prosperity or deiMresslan. 

Now, however, we are looking 
for the basic causes underlying 
all three. The importance of this 
search is emphasized by the re- 
peated statement of teiqxmslbls 
persons that good times, which 
look nearer today than they have 
for years past, will scarcely make 
a dent la the nation's total unenu 
ployment. Isador Lubin, commia. 
sinner of labor statistics, says It 
will take a tremendous boom to 
absorb any large fragment of the 
unemployment in the near fature, 
a "push many times greater than 
any of us expect." 

If this is so. our task of social 
and economic adjustment is bar*.

All motor vdiicles were ta^iected 
in Oct(ri>er and now. after almost 
three weeks, it iwpe«n ttet tl^re 
are a oonsideraMe numlwr oS 
drivers who are Imper vious both 
to the demands of courteqr and 
the reqtdrements oi law. We grant 
that Ught-dlmmlng re<iuires a 
UtUe thoufl^t. It is a habit that 
must be acquired, and has been 
by quite a few motwlsts who ob- 
served it as a courtesy of the road 
before the General Assembly of 
1938 enacted the mractlce toto 
law. But there are yet some 
numbers of motorists who don't 
take the trouble to return your 
dimmtog salute. 

Regular dimming is an aid to 
safe driving and a protectkm to 
roadside pedestrians as well 
There are no statistics on the fac- 
tor of lights in pedestrian acci- 
dents alcmg the highways, but we 
I wager the element of blindtog 
lights is present In a large per. 
centage of cases. Even if you dim 
and a car approaching you from 
the opposite direction does not, 
you are in danger of hitting some 
of the numerous pedestrians who 
Insist on walking on the right- 
hand side of the road. If both 
cars dim vision is heightened to 
a maximum and tragedies can be 
avoided. Improved types of head- 
lights that are bright, yet focus on 
the road below the eye level of the 
driver, are making their appeai- 
ance. It may be that to the 
course of time this ktod of light 
will obviate the necessity of dim- 
mtog. Meanwhile. motorists 
should observe the Qolden Rule 
of the road, which is the same as 
the Golden Rule in any other 
walk of life — ^"Dim unto others 
as you would have them dim unto 
you."

"Inasmuch as the aetection of 
this parasite cannot be made 
without a microscope, it becomes

"Un- 
der other conditions, however, it 
may be a hazardous experiment. 

"The purchase of a home is not 
only the largest but also the most 
involved transaction undertaken 
by the average family. Few per- 
sons have the technical specializ- 
ed knowledge necessary for the 
completion of such a transaction. 
Few people know the difference 
between a well-built and a shoddy 
house. The evaluation of the 
character of a neighhwhood is' a 
technical problem, while every 
type oi'mortgage has its own par- 
ticular advantages and disad. 
vantages, not many of which ai-e 
evident to the layman. ' 

"In the past, only those who 
could affwd the fees necessary to 
employ mortgage and building ex- 
perts could be sure of avoiding the 
many pitfalls inherent in the pur- 
chase of a home. The majority 
of families 'paid their money and 
took a chance,' hoping that they 
had measured the sltuati(m prop- 
erly. 

"Now, under the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration {rieui, the aver- 
age family is able to obtain the 
services of technically trained 
valuators, appraisers, and archi- 
tects. When a mortgage to sub- 
mitted for insurance, the staff of 
the FHA's local office examines 
the property, the neighborhood, 
and mortgage transaction with 
the greatest care.

Q. Can nei^borhoods for small 
houses be made as attractive as 
thoae for large homes?

Q. We have decided to use wood 
shingles for the roof of otur 
new home.

A. Most shingles used today are 
made trcm we st e iu red cedar, cy- 
press, ivdwood. or white cedar. 
Edge grain shingles should be 
used. Flat or "slash" grain 
shte^s diotM be avoided since 
their surfaces will not hold or 
absorb state properly and they 
tend to warp easily. 



Q. What plaats can I use 
where grass wm not grow under 
my shade trees? 

A. Use a groimd cover such as 
periwinkle (Myrtle), English Ivy, 
pachysandra, or violets. Bulbs 
such as daffodils, grape hya- 
cinths, or squills planted in with 
the vines will provide flower in- 
terest in early 6»ring. It will be 
necessary to fertilize and water 
such plantings well because of the 
extra food demands made on the 
soil to nourish the trees as wen 
as the ground cover.

Q. What determines the thick, 
ness of fotmdation walls? 

A. The thickness of a founda- 
tion wall depends upon the ma- 
terial of which it is built and its 
de^th below grade and upon the 
height, thickness, and material of 
the wall it supports. The founda- 
tion wall thickness should never 
be less than that of the wall sup- 
ported. In this respect particular 
attentiOD should be given to 
loundatlon walls supporting mas- 
oiuy veneered stud frame walls.

Damage to the wire cloth of 
screens as well as warping of the 
frames may be caused toy im- 
proper storage and ptotectlan of 
screens during the Winter 
months.

The Federal Housing Adminls-i 
tratlon's "budget" system of home | 
financing, with installments 
similar to rent, makes home own- 
ei^ship possible for thousands of 
individuals who before were un- 
able to afford a boms becauao c.

The eonfUctkm of the Euro. 
peui WW has consltteraU^ 
chanted in the last week. In thfe 
pmA few months we have been^ 
reatHng of the iiMCtlvlties of the 
war between some largest rela- 
tlona of the world hat now we 
Stod laatMtfee from a new 
angle— conflict between one of the 
htfgest natkOM of the work! and 
one of t!w smaUest. Apparently 
the little boys mean business— if 
reports are correct they we strik- 
^nd striking hard and appar. 
Wly have the uphand so far 
which. Of courae, can not last. 

It is known, however, that this 
can not last but it does bring on 
mora headaches for the neutral 
eoantrles and makes our own 
problem of remaining neutral 
more complicated. 

The public at large seems to be 
somewhat puzzled by the slothful- 
ness with which the war proceeds. 
Remembering 1914, when hostili- 
ties on a tremendously bloody 
scale started very socni Kttxr the 
declaration of war, tlie bulk of 
observers are wondering why 
history dOMD't rtyeat itself. 

To the military experts, that is 
less of a puzHe, For, they argue, 
sensible Sncnsh and French 
strategy calls for a defensive war 
In whldi men and resources are 
carefaUy conserved— in other 
words, a war of blockade. The 
Britld) navy pretty well controls 
tt» teas, and few ships reach 

eonvlnced that Russia Is not prov. 
Ing of much help to the Reich as 
a provider of essential supplies. 
For one thing, Russia hcus none 
too much of most commodities 
for the needs of her own vast 
pcq>u]ation. And recent Russian 
pronouncements indicate that, in 
q^ite of the alliances, she is not a 
re^ friend of Oermany's— that 
she regards both sides as being 
about equally at fault. 

It has seemed logical to expect 
a large-scale German offensive — 
time works with the Allies. But 
if Germany shot the works in one 
tperate effort, and it failed, as 

lost experts think it would, she 
would be through. One school of 
thought has it that matters will 
drag along comparatively slowly 
until both sides become sick of it, 
when scHne sort of a peace will be 
effected. 

Sentiment for sharp cutting of 
other govemmoit Spending to 
make way for expected increases 
in def«ise appropriations at the 
regular session of Congress ap- 
pears to be making headway in 
jdffictal circles. Senator Byrnes, 
/one of the majority leaders, is 
quoted as saying: "I think we are 
going to find that the people at 
home are willing to spend all that 
is needed for national defense, but 
that they wre going to want to cut 
down on some of the other gov- 
ernment spending." 

This year more than $l,750J)00,- 
was appropriated for defense, 
and it is now believed that an ad- 
ditional deficiency awroiNriation 
wUl be required because of the 
"emergency" increase made in 
the army and navy. And men 
dose to Waidiington affairs esti. 
BMte that considerably more than 
f2,eM>000.000 wlU be appropriated 
for d^mse purposes in the fiscal 
year beginning July 1 next.

Each school and each com- 
munity have different in-oblems to 
meet in the education of its chil- 
dren. Urban, suburban and rural 
schools have different problems 
and schools in different Becti<HU 
whether urban or rural face the 
same situation.

tinder this system an evaluation 
criteria was set up so that each 
school could evaluate itself to 
determine its needs to meet the 
conditions of its particular com- 
munity. After the school has 
evaluated itself, it is visited by 
members of the faculties of other 
schools, who evaluate it and offer 
suggestions as to weak points and 
procure ideas of the strong points

The regular monthly meeting 
of the Town Council held last 
Monday night was rather devoid 
of business with the exception of 
a few routine matters. 

The principal business conduct, 
ed was the passage on final read- 
ing the authorization of rebonding 
the outstanding floating debt of 
the Town in the sum of $50,000. It 
was reported at the same time 
that the Town had lived within 
its budget last year but that coU 
lections had not come up to an- 
ticipation which causes a sll^t 
deficit in the Treasury. 

The Council approved a pro- 
posal to pay the tauurance pre- 
mium on a policy carried by the 
Volunteer Firemen to protect 
them while engaged in answering 
fire calls and actively fighting 
fires. In iht past the Volunteer 
Firemen have been bearing the 
expense of this insurance out of 
their own funds. 

The Chief of Police reported 
that his departmoit had been re- 
ceiving a large number of emer- 
gency calls for the use of the em- 
ergency car for which no payment 
had been received and that he 
desired instructions as to what 
Khoutd be t»t! fottire poBoy. 

The Coimcil determined that 
there should be no future emer- 
gency calls answered outside- of 
the Town limits unless the fee was 
guaranteed by a person financlal- 
jly responsible or satisfactory in 
the discretion of the Chief of the 
Police. 

A scale of charges for this ser- 
vice was also adopted for the use 
of the emergency car which in 
psu-t is as follows: no charge for 
use within the Town limits; for 
citizens of the Town: $5.00 to 
Norfolk, $15.00 to Hampton, Wil- 
liamsburg or any point within a 
radius of fifty miles; for calls 
outside of the Town; $10.00 to 
Norfolk; $20.00 to Hampton, 
Williamsburg or any point within 
a radius of fifty miles and $30.00 
to Staunton. 

It was also determined to revise 
the scale of inspection fees as 
they are now set out in the 
plumbing code and also those of 
the electrical code as it was point- 
ed out that they were way too 
high on the larger buildings. This 
was referred to a committee to 
work out and submit to the next 
meeting. 

Some improvements were auth- 
orized, amotw which was the re- 
placing of tmi. sidewalk on the 
North side of 17th Street for one 
block West of Pacific Avenue and 
the placing of 100 feet of walkway 
on 22nd Street to connect up two 
existing sections of sidewalk.

THE JOY FUND 

With the coming of the Fall or the year 
also comes the giving season. By the giving 
season, it is meant that is the time of year 
for almost continuous solicitations for cou' 
tributions for this or that benefit. This giv- 
ing season is climaxed with the yuletide, at 
iKrhich time there are always a large number 
of varied appeals made. By this time most 
of us have become somewhat weary of, if not 
^trained by, the innumerable demands made 
through these assorted solicitations but, in 
«pite of this, there is one appeal made at 
this time of year which cannot be overlook- 
ed, even if at a sacrifice — the Joy Fund. 

The Joy Fund is not a highly organized 
institution using high pressure tactics of 
solicitation. It makes only a simple appeal 
but one which is most touching. It mearly 
says that there are many little children in 
the County, who have explicit faith and ex- 
pectation in Christmas and that they 
through unfortunate circumstances will be 
disappointed if this appeal is not fully an- 
swered. 

To those of us who have children, it is 
needless to mention their joy in their antici- 
pation of Christmas, the sparkling gleam in 
their eyes as they, unable to sleep, scramble 
from their beds at five o'clock on a Christ 
mas morn to see what Santa had left and 
the implicit faith that he had left some- 
thing. Little imagination is needed to un 
derstand the disappointment and broken 
faith when one scrambles out only to find an 
stocking empty. There are many in our 
County this year who will suffer this crush- 
ed and disappointing feeling if the appeal 
of the Joy Fund is not fully responded to. 

The Joy Fund has no expense attached to 
its solicitation and administration — every 
thing goes to the purpose for which it was 
given. All old toys donated are revamped 
by the firemen, the materials necessary for 
this work are given to the cause, shoes and 
clothing are repaired free of charge and 
monies received are judiciously expended. It 
matters not how large or small the gift is, it 
will bring joy or supply a need to some hop 
ing heart — a patched rag doll or a repainted 
toy automobile will bring as much pleasure 
to some child, in the thought that he was 
not passed by as a fancy new doll house or a 
. shiny bicycle will bring to another and at 
the same time prevent a great disappoint- 
ment to a believing heart. 

We could well afford to sacrifice a trifle 
from our overladen Christmas dinner table 
for this purpose and receive therefrom our 
own joy in the knowledge that we have had 
a part in contributing to this most appealing 
and worthy cause.

THE MASS MEETING 

\ 

Again, we call attention to the mass meet- 
ing to be held on Monday night at the Wil- 
loughby T. Cooke School. We feel justified 
in doing so as in our opinion the subject to 
1)e discussed is one of vital importance to 
every property owner in Virginia Beach and 
adjacent areas. The subject is Mosquito 
Control but behind that is the all important 
phase pf increased taxes, which is always of 
primary interest to property owners. At the 
same time the mosquito is quite a factor in 
our health, happiness, comforts and in a 
sense our business enterprises. For these 
reasons we feel it to be our duty to keep the 



matter before you and to emphasize the 
necessity of your presence as this discussion 
wittrpossitty materiaHr affect your f^rtureHatis^ adoption; ^>on'ts^^ away and later 



•welfare. 



The proposal to be presented at the mass 
meeting is the question of the desirability of 
creating a mosquito control district. What 
does this mean? It means the embodying 
of the Town of Virginia Beach and certain 
adjacent areas into a district in which a con- 
centrated supervised fight with adequate 
funds be made toward the eradication of Mr. 
Mosquito. This is the very thing desired 
but draws in the all vital point of adequate 
funds. From whence will they come? 

This proposal provides that they be raised 
by increased taxation on real properties for 
the purpose ; that is, for'three-fourths of the 
expense and the remaining fourth to be con- 
tributed by the State. A proposal which 
should be scrutinized carefully before enter- 
ing into. It is dangerous. Taxes once in- 
creased are difficalt to reduce, if ever. Real 
estate is heavily burdened now as under our 
present segregation tax laws; it almost en- 
tirely carries the burden of supporting local 
governments. 

From a practical point of view what 
would this tax amount to. It is estimated 
that it would require $12,000 per year to 
carry out the program. With the State con- 
tributing one-fourth it would require an in- 
crease on the properties in the areas involved 
of between twenty and twenty-five cent per 
hundred dollar of the assessed value. This 
does not seem much but these areas have a 
high rate now and even then the revenue is 
not sufficient to meet the demands within 
the Town. 

How do we know that the expense will be 
covered by $12,000? Later it might be 
found to require $24,000 or twice the amount 
of increased tax. 

Are we going to permit our realty hold- 
ings to be further burdened in order to raise 
funds to combat Mr. Mosquito? That is 
your problem. The problem to be discussed 
at the mass meeting Monday night which 
requires your presence. 



Frankly, when v;e think of the twinges of 
Mr. Mosquito's bites and the buzz that have 
caused many sleepless nights, we say "yes." 
But when we stop to reflect to our already 
tax strained purse, we say emphatically "no." 
For these reasons, being of an open mind we 
shall attend the mass meeting to hear the 
arguments presented pro and con. 

The proposal may have merit. It may be 
a "noble experiment". It may be worthy of 
a trial. However, it is our thought that 11" 
the proposal is adopted there should be cer- 
tain limitations incorporated in it. Namely, 
that there should be a fixed limit to the 
ajnount permissible to increase the tax rate 
for this purpose, that the revenues derived 
from this source should be segregated and 
ear marked to be spent for this purpose 
alone, that there be no borrowing on antici- 
patory collections and that a definite limited 
time be placed upon the proposal for levying 
this tax to ascertain its feasibility and bene- 
ficial advantages. 

After a period of experimentation, if it 
Vroves its worth it could be extended. If it 
does not it would automatically die. This 
would abridge to a certain extent the objec- 
tions to increasing the tax rate and a rea- 
sonable assurance of its elimination at at 
future date. 



The local Moaquito Control Commission, 
Town Council of Virginia Beach and the 
Board of Supervisors of Princess Anne Coun- 
ty acted very sagely in calling this meeting 
to ascertain the sentiment of the property 
owners in the areas involved. The proposal 
could have been put through by the joint 
authority of the Board of Supervisors and 
the Town Council with the approval of the 
State Health Commission. But instead, they 
called a mass meeting of property holders of 
Virginia Beach North Virginia Beach, 
Cavalier Park, Linkhorn Park, Bay Colony, 
Birdneck Point and Alanton (the areas^sug- 
gested for a district) to determine if possible 
their attitude toward the proposal. 

They have been fair to you. Be fair to 
them and attend the meeting. Don't stay 
away and then grouch if the proposal is ap- 
proved and your taxes are raised. Don't 
stay away and fuss about niosquitos if it

Roosevelt has been in office, 
vacancy in the United States' 
Supreme Court has occurred, this 
time through the death of Asso 
ciate Justice Pierce Butler, th 
last but one of the court's con 
servative members, the other be. 
ing Justice McReynolds. 

Justice Butler was bom on 
Minnesota farm on St. Patrick' 
Day, 1886, the son of Patrick an< 
Mary Butler. Prior to his 
tion to the nation's highest 001 
in 1923, he practiced law in hi 
native state, and was counsel 
numerous important rai 
cases, both in this country and in 
Canada. He was an able jurist 
who staunchly upheld the tradl' 
tional Interpretations of the Con. 
stitution, as dJaLinguished fron 
the so-called liberal leanlngs^<» 
the court in recent years. 

With the appointment of 
successor, President Roosevelt will 
have named five of the Suprani 
Court's nine members, all 01 
whom may be depended upon tc 
approve New Deal legislaticm 
however radical it may appear t( 
more conservative citizoens.

President in his unsuccessful at- 
tempt to revamp the court 
through legislation will have beet 
attained through the death or re.

In theory the miae is a defen- 
sive weapon. The nation with 
the stronger fleet seeks open sea 
in which to maneuver. Germany 
has the weaker fleet and so plants 
her mines near the surface. The 
British and French mine in depth 
against the submarine. Germany 
lias made the shallow Baltic vir- 
tually a closed lake, but the Rus- 
sians are skilled mine-layers, too, 
and now the Finns are planting 
mines along their difficult coast. 
Mines are moored at various 
depths attached to box-like anch- 
ors and arranged in zigzag fields 
which no uninformed pilot can 
safely penetrate. Mining Is so ex- 
tensive today that wired mines 
are used only at strategic harbors. 
The lethal engines which dot the 
seas are homed contact mines. 

In 1014 German mines were 
superior to the British. Great Bri- 
tain did not perfect her mine 
technique until late in 1916. But 
as the war progressed, the Ger- 
man output gradually failed and 
Allied mine-fields slowly closed 
the seas to the submarine. History 
may repeat itself.

Safety Design 

Curves longerons Unless 
Carefully Planned 



Stairways can l>e treacherous 
danger spots if not planned on a 
jaapa scale. Twenty-three per 
cent of all home accidents occur 
on stairways and steps, according 
to the National Safety Council's 
annual statistical report. 

Where there is a comer in the 
stairway, safety can be maintain- 
ed if no more than two steps are 
set in a 90-degree turn, and these 
allow for ample foot space. To di- 
vide the turn into three steps 
makes for unsafe footing and con- 
stitutes a safety hazard. 

In modernizing older homes, 
unsafe stairways should be either 
replaced or redesigned. Care 
should be exercised to assure that 
the new stairway is easy to ascend 
and descend and that curves and 
corners have sufficient foot space.

But that's no reason why 
American motorists should be called on to pay 1 out of an 8 tax 
dollars that are collected. 

It te admitted by everyone that the automobile manufacturers 
make cars many times as good than those formerly manufactured. 
and sen many times more value for far less money than 20 years ago. 
Ahd except for the fact that motor taxes have been more than 1>2 
MUon doUars a year for several years the national debt would now 
bis nearo- 60 billion dollars than in the "early forties" of billions to- 
day. e 

U it is a fact that the farmers and the consumers pay the taxes 
then the Injustices of continuing to tax a mecbanical article used for 
traqnqftatiou the same way liquor and tobacco are assessed must 
have beeome. a national racket in which car-owners are unjustly 
pttudized. Thirty miUlon car owners in the United States are the 
Ittlndpal victims — not the automobile mimuf acturers. 

In the light of existing facts the whole question of taxation does 
not effect the big Industries and manufactdrers, directly, as much as 
It effects idl of our citizens. The poor mtOi, for Instance may pay a 
tax of 100 per cent for the "luxury" of smoking cigarettes, or for a 
Sirls l>f> liquor. But why soak him unmercifully With "luxury taxes" 
on the caTi that he uses for transportation. .

The Federal driit Mitt rises 
dangerously in sNte oi exorbitant 
taxes. The need for equitaMe 
labor legislatlcm becomes OMre 
urgent. And the radical i^illo- 
sophy, which seeks to destroy 
private business, te active as ever 

It te the duty ot Congress to 
make us secure from invasion. It 
te Ukewlse the duty of Congress 
to make us secure flrom the far 
more immlnait perite tbat exist 
within our own borders. We need 
to do more looking at our own 
United States and less at nations 
tturee thousand miles away. 

The ^credible destmctton of 
shipfdng, principaUy Allied and 
neutral, which has taken place ta 
the early months of the war, has 
miUtary observers aU over the 
world scratching their heads. No 
one, apparently, thought sinkings 
would reach such a total. Today 
the mine and the U-Boat. rather 
than the airplane and the tank 
and the cannon, are the most ef- 
fective butruments of warfare. 

Of the two, the mine has proven 
by far the most ef f ective— U-Boat 
sihldngs are now far in the min- 
ority. Tlie German surprise 
technique of releasing mines from 
submarines, and smaUer, par- 
achute-equipped mines from air- 
planes, has proven extraordinarily 
successful. It te obviously in viola 
tlon of international law. But it 
takes a strong idealtet today to 
believe that a blockaded nation 
fighting for existence is going to 
pay more than Up service to that 
code. 

The rumor that the Germans 
have perfected some magnetic 
device which attracts mines to 
ships passing by some distance 
away, is discounted 100 per cent 
by American scientists, for various 
technical reasons. Far more likely 
te the assumption that the seas 
have been literally strewn with 
free mines, which makes a knowl- 
edge of planned mine fields next 
to useless to ships. 

In addition, it te believed Bri- 
tish mines have broken loose dur- 
ing storms from their fields and 
are also floatbig about freely, a 
hidden menace to all shipping. 

How to clear the seas when war 
te over seems to be a potential 
rroblem that no one has yet been 
able to answer.

Other advancages are gained, as 
pointed out by R. H. Owen, prin- 
cipal of Oceauk, in that a school 
runs along some time untU It gete 
Into a rut and under thte syston 
it makes its faculty look around 
once in a while for improvemoits. 
they do not want to be criticised 
by the visiting inspectors from 
other schoote and at the same time 
good IdMS are frequently (ri>tain- 
ed from these visitors as weU as 
irtien he visite another school. 

Thte system has no connection 
with the State Board of Education 
except that the secretary. J. L. B. 
Buck, designates what principate 
are to visit certain schoote on 
evaluation inspection. 

There are approximately 200 
schoote being evaluated this year 
under the Southern Association of 
Secondary Schoote and C(dleges, 
seventeen of these are in Vlrglnte 
and Oceana High te one of these 
seventeen. 

Bfr. Owen states that so far thte 
year he has been able to detect 
some weak spota but he «ipects to 
remedy them before the visiting 
evaluation committee arrives. In 
hte opinion thte system will be of 
great lynefit to the schoote, their 
stirff s_ and the communities and 
thai'lhe standard of secondary 
schoote will material rise. He was 
away last week on a vteiting 
evaluation of schoote in the upper 
part of the States and said he 
procured some ideas which he be- 
lieves will be of value to him in 
hte work here.

Wall, Fence May 
Aid Appearance 

Architectural Style Should 
Influence Fence Desijfn 

The privacy and frequently the 
abearance of a home may be im- 
proved by a wall or fence along 
the lot lines or by a hedge. 

The kind ol enclosure used can 
be determined by the type of 
architecture of the house. Colonial 
cottages and frame houses in gen. 
eral call for a white picket fence 
or nwitly cliWJed hedge. The 
fences may be selected from many 
styles ranging from the least ex- 
pensive type with plain flat pal- 
ings to the more ornate style with 
rounded rackets and fanlight gate.

Unlike some foods that 
are rich in iron but refuse to give 
it up to the body. ti)e Iron in the 
cranberry is readily taken up by 
the blood stream. 

Another valuable substance In 
this tart berry is pectin, which is 
also prominent In the apple. The 
old saying that an apple a day 
keeps the doctor away could, in 
fact, be applied equally well to 
cranberries, although you would 
have to eat more than one to 
achieve this result 

The pectin of the cranberry, in 
combination with its favorable 
fruit acids, such as citric, qulnie^ 
and malic acids, helps to promote 
good intestinal tone and hyglena 
Meats are- made mora tender 
when cooked with cranberriea 

Although the raw cranberry is 
a mouth-puckering fruit, and the 
sauce is always made with sugar, 
the reaction of the cranberry in 
the human body is not acid but 
slightly alkaline, as is true of 
many other so-called acid fruits.

With the building of garages 
adjacent to principal or side en- 
trances, living rooms may now 
be planned to profit by view and 
with a thought to sun expoBure.

Caulking Window Woodwork 

Cold air can be prevented, to a 
large extent, from entering 
around the woodwork of the win- 
dows. If the walls 'ftre of ma- 
sonry, the Joints between the 
masonry walls and the window 
frames should be thoroughly 
caulked. If the walls are of wood, 
shrinkage has probably taken 
place, and the joints in the wood 
must be caulked. 

Tow or cotton candlewick may 
be used as the packing, and this 
should be mixed with white lead 
and packed in tightly. There are 
many commercial caulking com- 
pounds which may be used.

In esthetics there can oe no 
final Judgments, but beauty in a 
htane often consists in the simpli- 
city of the relation between form 
and function. 

A good house is a properly re- 
lated arrangement of good walls, 
good roof, good windows, and good 
doors, Juat as an ugly house is a 
poor arrangwnent of these units, 
it is pointed out. 

The first function of a wall is 
to keep out weather, and, it Is 
believfed, the simpler the wall, the 
better, it looks. If the right ma- 
terial has been selected originally, 
it should hold true for all four 
walls and should not be varied 
in different parts of the house 
without cause. 

Ornate Tudor Imitations and 
other homes where a hodge-podge 
of exterior materials is used fre- 
quently give an incongruous ef- 
fect and are disturbing rather 
than pleasing. 

The longer the roof line, the 
more peaceful and pleasing the 
effect, it Is said. Badly proper- 
tloned attic and dormer windows, 
irregularities, sharp angles, and a 
variation of roof colors are fact- 
ors which tend to spoil the ap- 
pearance of, roofs. Frequently 
over-sized conspicuous chimneys 



ruin an otherwiae good roof line. 
Chimneys should be grouped to. 
gether as far as possible for eco- 
nomy, efficiency, and looks, and 
again simplicity. 

Windows and doors are also 
important features of a home 
esthetically as well as ftmctional- 
ly. They should be siinple in 
shape and of generous propor. 
fions. and a correct relationship 
between window and wall should 
exist. Well-designed bay windows, 
add useful space within and at-j 
tractiire form without, but one 
dominating the niain portion of 
the house is likely to be awkward. 

The design of the garage should 
be purely functional in nature 
without "false front" decoration.

FMd ICalkm. speaking of the re- 
aetkm of oar own officials, said 
of the nnniA lnva8i(m, that 
"there is not a mind on high 
which do<w not privately telleve 
this is Sarajevo"— in other wcwds. 
(hat the fuse has been lit which 
ip^y blast a localised war into a 
■meral European war. 

Out thing is amwrent, in the 
view of most reporters— and that 
is that Russia's actkm was an 
ciample of totalitarian power 
poUtics at their worst and most 
iKUtal. Russia's argument that 
the Finns started the trouble and 
threatened her territory is dls. 
counted exactly 100 per cent in 
BKMt Quarters— it isn't reasonable 
for a nation of 3,000,000 people to 
threaten one of 150,000,000. The 
lofieal explanation, say the ob- 
aervers. is that Russia saw an op- 
portunity to gain at minimum 
coat a hmg-dcsired territory. It 
Is virtually impossible for England 
and France to give aid to the 
Finns. Germany, whether she likes 
it or not, claims to be solidly be- 
hind the Soviet desire to dominate 
Scandinavian nations. And 
the other Scandinavian countries 
are In no position to give military 
aid to their neighbor. 

Prime fear now is that the in. 
vaskm of Finland was simply the 
first step in a grim plan which 
Stalin has long had In mind— and 
«hlcl\ has been held in abeyance 
mtU other isajor powers wcr« to 
angroesed with other matters that 
they ooul&'t effectively oppose 
his ambitions. Experts foresee the 
possibUity of Russia slowly and 
steadily moving forward until all 
the small Balkan and Baltic na- 
tions are either absorbed or made 
puppets of the Kremlin— a tech- 
nique which th% Nazis pursued 
with great success In Central Eur- 
ope when they placed the Swas- 
tika over Czechoslovakia, Austria 
and much of Poland. And then 
they envision a combination of 
Russia and Germany (whoseideo- 
logies are obviously coming nearer 
to Jibing all the time) to dominate 
the entire hemisphere. 

So much for prophecy. When it 
comes to facts, it does seem that 
Rufeia's latest adventure has serv- 
ed to clarify the European situa- 
tion. Germany and Russia ap- 
parently really are allies and are 
working close together in ques- 
tions of policy, even though their 
troops have not fought side by 
aide. The small nations are de- 
finitely lined up now on the side 
of the democracies. And Italy has 
just about severed the Rome- 
Barlin axis. The Italian press 
denounced Russia's Finnish .Inva- 
sion, and uniformed fascists held 
public meetings, which were not 
disturbed by the police, in protest. 
Best guess is that Mussolini hates 
Stalin more than he loves Hitler, 
•od that if he is at last unsuccess- 
ful in his desperate attempt to 
i-r-: out of ths war, ho will taiJW 
In his lot with the democracies. 
Interesting phase of Russian- 
German cooperation is what has 
hai^iened to the Communist party 
in the U. S. To put it mildly, it 
has been split wide open— well 
known sympathizers have resign- 
ed from its councils, unable to 
Btomach what they regard as 
Stalin's cynical discardance of 
Lenin's principles. And the public 
generally seems to view Russia 
Y.ith almost the same profound 
distaste with which it regards 
Nazi Germany. Gone is the day

CONSERVATION 



Prolmbly the first recollection that most 
of as have of Christmas is associated with 
the family Christmas Tree. This first and 
erer lasting impression was made on our un- 
developed but fertile mind, when as a totter- 
ing babe, we were brought down stairs early 
«n a Christmas mom by a fond parent, eager 
to see our reaction to the view of shapely 
cedar standing in the comer, artfully adorn- 
«d with pinches of cotton, innumerable shiny 
ImIIs of varied colors and shapes, illuminated 
(then) by candles and with a symbol of the 
Star of Bethlehem mounted at its utmost 
peak. Then later when we became more ob- 
servant, we remember the holly wreaths, the 
Tanning cedar and the mistletoe in the door- 
way under which the teasing maidens flitted 
to and fro. 

Each year we revel in the revival of these 
scenes and reminiscently observe the re- 
actions of our children or grandchildren to 
the same first impressions of the glamor of 
Christmas. However, unfortunately, in our 
eagerness to have things just like "Mom and 
Pop" used to do and our selfish desire to re- 
jninesce over our own past Yuletides, we 
liave permitted ourselves to be thoughtless 
jmd ruthless scavengers — scavengers of the 
fast dipleting cedar trees, hollies and run- 
jiing cedars as well as other kindred slow 
growing species of evergreens. 

In this era of growth, many of our natural 
Tesources are fast becoming depleted and 
the things to which we were once accustom- 
ed are having to give way to a great extent 
to synthetic substitutions. And so it is with 
our much beloved and long cheerished 
Christmas decorations. 

The Garden Clubs throughout the County, 
as well as other conservationists, have in re- 
cent years conducted a concentrated drive to 
<heck the wholesale destruction of the slow 
'growing and even slower multiplying species 
of evergreens and are again this year mak- 
ing their annual appeal to the public to spare 
them-— to use substitutes— substitutes of 
evergreen of the more prolific types— 
synthetic substitutes and the decoration of 
growing shrubbery. An appeal made in 
order to give these fast depleting species an 
opportunity to rehabilitate and not be forced 
into complete e35|inction. 

This appeal is made especially to those of 
us who go out on an afternoon foraging for 
Yuletide decorations. A class, which un- 
wittingly, is most destructive. Due to the 
present scarceness of the once plentiful 
cedar, holly, yaupon and like species when it 
is now located it is thoughtlessly felled upon 
and limbed to the point of destruction. 

Aside from the thought of conservation, 
forget not that you are a trespasser— a tres- 
passer not only by man made laws but in the 
eyes of He whose birthday you plan com- 
memorating with these very decorations. A 
stolen offering would not be acceptable to 
Him. 

So on this Yuletide and those to come, let 
lis all recognize the necessity of conserva- 
tion of these long cheerished and happily 
associated evergreens — recognize that the 
custom of their use must give way, as many 
other things have done in this age of prog- 
ress, to substitutions in order to prevent 
their complete extinction.

To be 
more exact twenty-seven people voted to re- 
commend the adoption of a mosquito control 
district by the Town Council and Board of 
Supervisors or twenty-seven peopfe recom- 
mended that a twenty-five cent tax per 
hundred dollars assessment be placed on $4.- 
000,000 of assessed vahies. 

When the time comes to present the pro- 
posal of creating a mosquito control district 
to the Town Council and the Board of Super- 
visors, the advocates will and can truthfully 
say that a mass meeting was held at which 
those present overwhelmingly approved of 
the plan but it will not be said that it was 
approved by twenty-seven votes consisting 
largely of an organized group. 

When the time comes, if the proposal is 
adopted, to pay taxes in 1940 you will hear 
protest from thousands about the increased 
tax on the already over burdened real estate. 

The apathy toward such public affairs and 
public meeting is apimlling. Not only is this 
apathy displayed on these occasions but 
also in elections of public officials who are 
entrusted to conduct the affairs of the com- 
munity. 

The vast majority of officials are con- 
scientious in their efforts in cn^ucting the 
public affairs ; they try to be guided by the 
desires of their constituency bnt how can 
they be guided when they are constantly 
faced with — we want this improvement or 
that improvement and in the next breath 
they are abused for levying this tax or that 
tax and at the same time when they make 
every effort to ascertain the public senti- 
ment, they find less than one half of one per 
cent of those involved tuming out to express

Further, as to this movable, us- 
able, handleaUe wealth, it may 
seem to the casual observer that 
the wealth of Ophir must be re- 
presented by the vast collections 
of valuable goods in the ware- 
houses and shops of the nation, 
thousands upon thousands of 
th«n. Yet the cold figures show 
that the wholesale wEurhouses 
hold goods only reiniesenting 1.7 
per cent of the national wealth, 
while the retailers have but 1.5 
per cent. By far the greater part 
of this type of wealth already is 
in the hands of consumers, al- 
ready the peoide are in possession 
of these goods to eat, to wear, to 
enjoy. 

The latest figure on the nation- 
al wealth is $321,792,000,000, truly 
a fabulous sum. No^ other coun- 
try in the entire history of the 
world ever was anywhere near so 
rich as the United States is today. 
It is true that the country has 
been richer. Back in 1929, the 
highest year of all time, the fig- 
ure was $352,621,000,000. 

So if Virith all this tremendous 
wealth, so little of it is represent- 
ed by the things which the everj'- 
<day layman thinks of as real 
w«ilth, of what does it consist? 



The statisticians' answer is: land 
and bulkUngs. The piiaoflapber 
could moralize over thia 
ely. In a9>ite of all the removable, 
consumable things, still It is held 
that the land Itself representa tte 
greatest vahie. There are tradors 
on the New York Stock Bodmnge 
who could almost be aald never to 
have seen any land, any real IhmI. 
They have lived on concrete pare. 
ments and marble floora and have 
thought of fortunes in terms of 
pieces of paper, stocks and bonds 
and the like. But the real fact Is 
that those pieces of paper woold 
be without value unless, some* 
where back along the line, tliey 
were based on land or tlie prod- 
ucts of land. 



Land and buildings In the 
United States now are valued at 
$170,890,000,000 or 54.4 per cent 
of the total national wealth. 

The value attached to the bitlUL 
ings does not include what is in 
them All the intricate madiin- 
ery— electrical, steam, water 
power, and manual— represents 
but 3.7 per cent of the total na- 
tional wealth, the merest fraction 
of the value of the land and 
buildings where the machinery is 
located. 

The whole thing may seem 
rather mysteritnis but there seems 
good reason for the classifications. 
Here are the broad ones recapl^ 
tulated: Land and buildings re- 
present 54.4 per cent of the total 
national wealth; productive assets 
which includes machinery, motor 
cars, farm Implements and live- 
stock represent 7.5 per cent; pub- 
lic utilities such as railroads, 
power works, and the like repre- 
sent 15.2 per cent; stocks 
goods in all hands including con-~ 
sumers' represent 22.9 per cent or 
the whole 100 per cent of national 
wealth. The lesson of the sta. 
tlstics seems to be that, in ^ite 
of the extremely various nature of 
this industrial nation, the fun. 
damental spring of our wealth is 
the land.

However, there's another field for 
night photography with the new fast 
Alms , . . briefly, night scenes oat- 
doors. These can be pictured with 
any camera that can be set for a 
"time" exposure. 

Taking the pictures Is simplicity 
itself. Place the camera on a Arm 
support, such as a tripod, box, post, 
or other solid object. Load with high 
!!peed flim, of course, and time the 
'xposure according to tbe existing 
light, as follows: 

When pictaring street scenes, 
with street lights of average bright- 
nsss, give a time exposure of 10 to 30 
.seconds with a box camera, or other

Dim 
lighting, or a dark snbject, reqnlres 
much longer exposure than a bright 
subject, or one that is brightly 
lighted. 

Floodlighted buildings can be pic- 
tured with an exposure of 10 to 40 
seconds, using a box camera loaded 
with high speed film.

The E^eral Housing Adminis- 
tration's new plan which makes it 
pos-sible for families receiving 
sii\all incomes to acquire attrac- 
tive and livable homes costing $2,- 
500 or less has raised some ques- 
tions which are answered here by 
FHA officials:

The Importance of efficient air 
valves on radiators cannot be 
overestimated, because on them 
depends either the quiet even 
functioning of the heating system 
or the awakening of thofie in. 
visible hammer devils which make 
the home almost iminhabitable 
with their incessant clanking. 

The disagreeable knocking and 
banging usually signifies a battle 
between air and steam in the 
radiator. If there 's air in the 
radiator, the steam will try to 
push it out and if there is no 
vent place, compression results. 

Inefficient valves t regulate the 
outflow of air so poorly that 
often only pait of the radiators 
heat uNp. Regardless of how much 
fuel is consumed, if the radiators 



have poor valves the heat wlU be 
stingy. Some valves release the air 
freely but as soon as the steam 
pressure drops a Uttle, the air 
seeps back in throtigh the valves.

The Buropean war of this week 
Ji • different war from that of 
tat w«ek.

Cruisers off the coast of Uruguay, 
leniltlng In a ^Irlted naval battle,

Mffered about equal damage in 
rasualties and to their respective 
fil^tlng ship bat one which ultl- 
mately turned into great victory 
fw the British Navy. A victory 
^in£d lUit entirely by naval force 
Imt pertially by self destructkai 
on the part of the Oermans. 

With the destruction of the 
Giaf Spee, Germany has lost one- 
third of her most effective sur- 
face naval armament, which is a 
■nrlous handicap. The Allies claim 
the destruction of fifty of Ger- 
many's submarines, out of a sup- 
posed fleet of sixty. With replace- 
ments being made as fast as pos- 
sible the underwater forces are 
certainly decreased by at least 
ODe-tbird. 

Then comes the scuttling of the 
liner Columbus off the coast of 
Virginia which adds to the ever 
growing list of German tonnage 
being scuttled by the Germans 
themselves. With the loss from 
the enemy guns, added to by the 
■elf destruction, Germany's mara- 
time activities are becoming 
rapidly limited. The allied block- 
ade is at the same time becoming 
nK>re effective by being able to 
centrate forces. The question 
Js now will this ultimately starve 
Germany out to defeat? Appar- 
oitly the support is not coming 
from Russia as expected and with 
an effective blockade the allies 
may be able to win the war with- 
out the bloodshed of twenty odd 
jrears ago.

England's reply to Germany's 
mine and sutanarlne warfure 
against her shipping has been to 
stiffen her terms of blockade— she 
has announced that any ship 
carrjring 25 per cent or more Ger- 
man goods may have her cargo 
seized. Obvious plan is to wreck 
Germany's foreign trade and fur- 
ther weaken her economically. 

However, all isn't smooth sail- 
ing. The neutral nations— includ- 
ing some which are actual or po- 
tential friends of the allies— have 
vigorously protested. These na- 
tions include Japan (which threa- 
tened reprisals against British 
Asiatic shipping), Italy, Holland, 

elgium, Russia and the Scandi- 
navian group. And the U. S. has 
sent Britain a mild protest warn- 
ing her that we will maintain our 
high seas rights. On top of that, 
Germany announced that if Bri. 
tain held to the new plan, Nazi 
submarines would feel Justified in 
sinking neutral ships transporting 
British made goods. 

In the meantime, loss of Bri- 
tish shipping continues. The 
Admiralty has frankly been amaz- 
ed by the effectiveness of the 
Nazi mine attack — it apparently 
hadn't believed that destruction 
on such a scale could be accom- 
plished by Germany's minor naval 
forces. But, in spite of that, 
lUigland undisputably rules moat 
ci i,he seas.

The glad tidings of that blessed song seem 
to float over and through all time— through 
the wreck of empires^through the long 
night of the Dark Ages— through war, pesti- 
lence and famine the overthrow of human 
hopes and human happiness— now dying 
away to the faintest echo, as died away the 
purity of the religion it heralded, anon rising 
as rose the Reformation, the restoration of 
letters, of arts, of liberty and morals— until 
in our day it rings out clear and high and 
joyful, almost as when the "strain immortal 
issued from Angel lips." 

With the solemnity of those recollections 
mingle others drawn from the history of our 
Anglo-Saxon sires. We recall the uproari- 
ous festivities of feudal times— the great 
castle filled with all that earth, air and water 
could supply; we can hear the "crackling 
laughter" of the immense "Yule log as its 
flames go roaring up the wide chimney ; the 
jrroaning table with its great smoking 
"Boar's H^ad" and its Wassail Bowl is 
present to our eye; the men at arms, the 
pages, the fool with his cap and bell, the 
maskers, the bleemen, the great lords and 
fine ladies seated according to tlie»r rank, 
feasting and making merry in their bold, old 
fashioned way!

Daily we read from the press accounts of 
innumerable automobile casualties. An- 
nually statistical reports show that these 
casualties are continually on the increase — 
wiping out thousands of lives and at the 
same time maiming an even greater number. 
Each of these accidents are investigated 
thoroughly by trained police officials in an 
effort to ascertain the probable cause. These 
findings in turn are passed over to safety 
bureaus, who, with this data, endeavor to 
work out ways and means to check these 
ever increasing number of casualties. Billions 
of dollars are being spent annually by the 
various states of the Union through their 
highway and motor vehicle departments in 
improving the roadways, the erection of 
safety signs and the circulation of safety 
propaganda in the effort to reduce this 
annual highway casualty toll. But, in spite 
of the huge sums that have been extracted 
from the motorists and expended for his 
comfort and safety, the shadow of maim and 
death still constantly stalks the highways 
exacting its pound of flesh. 

Tht motorists are largely responsible for 
these ever increasing numbers of highway 
casualties but not always entirely so. Oc- 
casionaly there is a known existing highway 
hazard and nothing is done by our highway 
Officials to remedy it. One of these hazards 
now exists in Princess Anne County, which 
is flagrantly patented on its face— the 
Kempsville curve. Not only is this an obvi- 
ous highway hazard but it has been and is 
still being pointed out by the number of acci- 
dents which have occurred there. This curve, 
to those who are familiar with it, \i known 
to be a most difficult one around which to 
maneuver an automobile — to those who are 
not familiar with it, it is a most deceiving 
one and has frequently proven to be disa- 
strous. 

Even though this road haiard has been 
pointed to on numerous occasions by acci- 
dents of various d«Sgrees of severity nothing 
has been dorte toward obviating the existing 
condition. The cost would be comparatively 
small in relation to some expenditures made 
to eliminate hazards of a much lesser 
degree. 

This curve is on a highway which carries 
a considerable burden of vehicular traffic. 
It is located at the entrance of a growing 
little village. It is located on the main road to 
the County Seat. It is located on the 
arterial road to the lower and major part ot 
the County. 

Of course those who are frequent users 
of the road are cognizant of its dangers 
and take the necessary precautions but even 
these precautions do not safeguard him from 
the dangers that he may epcounter from an 
accident with others less familiar with the 
condition. 

If the State Highway Department cannot 
see this most obvious hazard on a heavily 
traveled highway to which attention has 
been directed by repeated accidents, then it 
would seem that pressure should be brought 
to bear by our C^ounty Board of Supervisors 
in Conjunction with those of the citizenry 
who are accustomed to using the road, to 
have this dangerous condition eliminated for 
their pwn i-rotection as well as tliose less 
familiar with hazard.

The vAtMtif dilemma of the 
Demoeratie If arty, as 1940 ap- 
pMaches Is revealed in the verbal 
skirmishes over the budget, the 
deficit, taxes and borrowings. 
Chairman Eccles of the Federal 
Reserve Board brought domestic 
financing problems sharply into 
focus by declaring that new taxes 
would be needed to offset ex- 
penses of the fiscal year 1940- 
1941. This assertion was hotly de- 
nied and denoimced by Assistant 
Secretary Hanes of the Treasury 
Department, who asseverated that 
no additional taxes would be 
needed. Disposing of Mr. Hanes' 
contentions. Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau stated that 
the Treasury Department had no 
tax iM-ogram. President Roosevelt 
last week put the problem before 
the public. What is it to be, high, 
er ixxBB or new borrowings? Prun- 
ing of expenditure! was not sug- 
gested as a solution, for the rea- 
son that extra outlays for the 
naval and military establishments 
may go $500,000,000 beyond this 
year's level. No one expects that 
ordinary expenditures could be 
pared that much. Hence the 
probability of more spending next 
year than this. 

The question is one of gravity 
to the nation and to the Demo- 
cratic Party as well. Although 
a human the Republican Party will hardly 
advocate any serious reduction in 
relief, farm payments and other 
directions, it is not on record, and 
it will harp on the deficit theme.

Oyster Slafflag for » Tarkey: 

1 pt. oysters 
4 cups dry bread in small pieces 

2 tbsp.' butter 
1 tbv. lard 
legg 
Sage or celery seed, pepper, 

salt. 

Soak bread in enough water to 
soften, and beat in egg. Season 
mixture highly with salt and 
pepper and either sage or celery 
seed. Melt lard in frying pan and 
cook bread until it begins to 
brown and stick together, then 
fold oysters into bread, stuff tur- 
key, and sew with cosrse thread. 
Crab meat cocktail is another 
desirable accompaniment of the 
Christmas dinner. The fresh pick, 
ed crab meat nhcf be bought at 
almost any large grocery store. 
Chilled and served witli prepared 
sauce it is an ideal entree for a 
heavy meal. Another tempting 
crsb meat recipe is as foUows: 
Ririlday Deviled Crabs 
3 cups crab meat 
1 cup bread crumbs 
1 tbs mixed mustard 
V& tsp salt (scant) 
Cayenne pepper 
1-4 cup heavy cream 
Butter size of walnut 
Mix all ingredients and pack in 
oyster shells. Cover with buttered 
cnmibs and brown in hot oven. 
Serves four persons. 

Oyster cocktail, like crab cock- 
tail, is easy to prepare. The oy- 
sters should be thoroughly chilled 
and served in small glasses in 
cocktail sauce, 5 or 6 to a person. 
Another easy-to-prepare oyster 
recipe is this: 

Easy Stewed Oysters 
1 qt. oysters 
1 cup sweet fresh milk 
Butter, size of egg 
Salt and pepper to taste 
Heat oysters until smoking hot 
and season with salt and pepper. 
Heat milk, with butter added, to 
boiling point, pour milk and oy- 
sters together, and serve at once 
in heated bowls. Serves six per- 
sons. 

Fried oysters are Just as easy 
to prepare. They should he drain- 
ed, dipped into beaten eggs to 
which a little milk, salt and pep- 
per, have been added, and rolled 
in crackermeal. After this has 
been repeated twice th? oysters 
should be fried in deep lx)iliiig fat 
until brown, then served. 

An alternative to stewed oysters 
is clam chowder. The following 
recipe is vouched for by a well- 
known Eastern Shore housekeep- 
er:

1 pt. clams, ground or chopped H

we. With the abandonment by the Town 
this property automatically reverts to the 
•Iriitting property holders,, which in this 
instance is the Sea Pines iDevelopment Cor- 
poraton. This corporation has for a num- 
ber of years, in a> sense,, had the usage of 
this strip of land in that it has been kept 
open for public use in conjunction with the 
operations of the various concessions of the 
,5^^ Casino. 

Under the present proposal, however, it 
' would mean the closing of the said strip as 

well as the reversion of the title of the same 
to a private enterprise. This, in itself, does 
.4iot seem upon a casui>! survey as being 
detrimental to the citizenry of Virginia 
Beach but upon a mor? thorough considera- 
tion a precedent is bei.ig established which 
in the final analysis may prove to be of 
.ser'ous: consequence. 

if this privilege is accorded this corpora 
tion there is no legitimate reason why the 
same should not be accorded to other prop- 
cgrty owners. And if this should happen and 
the property be developed for commercial 
purposes it would destroy the present beauty 
of the Ocean front, which has to date been 
kept free from obstructions and commercl 
al enterprise which have marred the appear- 
I ances of so many sea shore resorts. 

The Town Council has unanimously declar- 
ed itself as being in favor of the abandon- 
ment of this strip of land in order that the 
proposed improvement may go forward. This 
action on the part of the members of the 
Council is at present only temporary. The 
matter will be discussed at a public hearing 
before final action is taken. 

The wisdom of such action by the Council 
is somewhat a question of doubt — a prece-, 
dent will be set which will be difficult to 
combat in the event that other property 
holders abutting Ocean Avenue should make 
similar requests at future dates. 

In addition thereto, it is not felt that our 
Town Fathers have the privilege, even 
though they may have the legal right, to 
abandon properties belonging to the tax pay- 
ers for the commerical use of a small group 
of individuals. 

Under these circumstances it is urged that 

the taxpayers of the community vigorously 

protest to any such action being taken by our 

Town Council, even though some temporary 

• benefits may be derived therefrom.

THERE'S A LESSON HERE 



The strike in the automobile industry 
which broke aU endurance records and ended 
only recently is probably better off as quick- 
ly forgotten as possible. But a glance at the 
vital statistics first should at least be ser- 
viceable in proving the futility of trying to 
solve employer-employee problems on any 
other basis than mutuality of understanding 
and the free interchange of opinion — ^in other 
words, through the use of the a>nference 
table. 

Here are the facts on the strike: 

It lasted 54 days, during which auto- 
mobiles couldn't be turned out and men 
didn't work. 

An estimated $102,000,000 in sales went 
down the drain. 

The union was granted wage increases to- 
talling more than $5,000,000 a year, but the 
estimated wage loss was around $15,000,000 
for the strike period. In other words, it win 
take the men three years to balance the 
books on this particular part of the problem. 

And public opinion as reflected in the edi- 
torial columns of the country's newspapers, 
has arrived at this judgment on the strike: 
that it could have been settled just as well, 
and in a manner equally acceptable to the 
men who held the jobs, by arbitration before 
instead of after production had stalled for a 
month and a half in the midst of the auto- 
mobile industry's most active season.

ferson himself exemplified this 
cultuie which he desired to be

Then has been an increase in 
our exptata. This hu eonfounded 
some ec<momists, who thouglit 
that application of the Neutrality 
Act would hit our foreign trade 
hard. October foreign sates paned 
$323,000,000—14 per coit better 
than in the m<mth before, and 18 
per cent better than in Octiriber, 
1938. As is to be eiqiected, our 
trade with the f^hting countries 
, has dwindled, but this has beoi 
. more than made up by an increas- 
ed appetite on the part of neutrals 
for American machinery, metals, 
chemicals, textiles, etc. Biggest 
jump has taken place in sales to 
Latin America. Japan has also in. 
creased her buying materially, but 
this is probably primarily due to 
the fact that our commercial 
treaty with Nippon, which this 
government denounced smne 
months age, expires late in Janu- 
ary. 

As this column forecast when 
war began, the belligerent nations 
are not spending money here on 
anywhere near the scale some 
optimists predicted — and have 
cut purchases of some "luxury" 
commodities, such as tobacco, very 
sharply. All the beleaguered 
are conserving their foreign ex- 
change to the utmost. Our trade 
with Germany has all but dis- 
appeared. 

Economists are talking now 
about how long this trend will 
continue. No one thinks it can go 
on indefinitely at its present rate, 
and the general forecast calls for 
a leveling off after the first of 
the year. But opinion also holds 
that tehre will be no sharp drop 
— that the industrial average for 
1940, even though it is a presi- 
dential election year, should be 
materially better than the 1939 
average. 

The stock market has behaved 
(Juriously — there has bteeh little 
activity, and prices for secivitles 
have not kept pace with the prog- 
ress and profits of the corpora- 
tions they represent. Reasonable 
explanation seems to be that the 
market fears the potential decline 
that may take place early in 1940. | 
Practically all of the experts 
think that prices are too low.
